Dear Sector Schneider, 

Since your departure a fortnight ago, I have been in Wa shing ton 
concentrating on the problems that require action here before I re- 
turn to Europe* Foremost of these problems are, of eourae, the in- 
volvements related to the contractual agreement negotiations and the 
rather pressing attendant financial natters* I an reasonably opti- 
mistic that a eolation to our immediate financial problems can be 
reached in the near future, 

I have been following the discussions between the Bonn gowon aaent 
and the Western Allies with much Interest. I fear that there are still 
cany unresolved differences and misunderstandings involved la tfee dis- 
cussions related to the contractual agreement; a recent personal letter 
from Mr. Pleasants did not reflect a particularly optimistic outlook* 

I am increasingly' anxious to be Inch to malea any c ontri bution possible 
to niulsLze these differences and misunderstandings, gro ov er . It dees 
not appear that 1 Kill be Balling until sometime in December* 

It appears that the matter Aich brought Roger, to the United States 
has again been dropped into ay hands. It appears that the General 
whom you met to 8 October learned of tho mtter aM\ discussed it ulto 
the General with toto ; you,had the tali on the 25th of September* %ey 
agreed that ay organization would assume responsibility f cr represent- 
ing the. United States Government interest in cdntlinrtng the sagotiaticn 
witotheAtooneum Instituto represented by Br; Reger* Thisarrangwment, 
it wob felt, would not basioally modify tho cataro of the negotiating : 
privately' and independently initiated by Mr, Roger; but would offer. the 
most expeditious and secure means of coordinating these negotiaticoa, 
with our and your more specific interests. 

Would you kindly convey this information ,to Hr, Rogdr* ..The plans 
for 'toe travel, oftoo te'chniciflns to Cersay.has not hfo altered by 
this arrangement; however, I have been inf oread ; : that toe trip will be 
delayed until late Bovember or early December dea to other pressing 
commitments. 

The trip throng toe United States with you and Heins was far ms. 
a pleasant and significant experience which, I feel, further strengthened 
the bond of personal friendship and profeasioml understarding that has 
characterized our association during the paai three years* 
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I aa forward with grant enthuaiasa to vy ret ur n to
